The Law In Wisconsin 


PERMITTING USE OF GAMBLING DEVICES. Section 


4531. Any person who shall knowingly suffer or permit any 
table, wheel or other construction, or any cards, dice or other 
device, scheme, contrivance or thing adapted, suitable, de- 
vised, designed or which can or shall ibe used for gam'bling 
purposes to foe set Lip, kept, managed or used, or any gam- 
bling or betting therewith, thereon or by means thereof in 
any house, 'building, shed, booth, or on any lot or premises by 
him owned, occupied or controlled, shall be punished by im- 
prisonment in the county jail not more than six months or 
by fine not exceeding one hundred dollars. 
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Eleven warrants for the arrest of the proprietors and the 


concession operators of the Morris and Castle shows now con- 
ducting a carnival outside of the, city limits under the auspices 
of the local Elks' lodge were issued this afternoon. The de- 
fendants are charged with conducting gambling devices.

ury Agent C. B. Ballard had made complaint to District At- 
torney Lewis and had made the following affidavit:

Make State Jobs Secure —Commons 


University Professor Says That Men Leave State Service FW Utility Positions 


Because of Uncertain Tenure and Promotion; Says Conditions Should 


, 
Be. Changed

Recently there appeared in The 
Capital 


Times an article -giving a list of former mem- 
bers and staff of the Eailroad Commission -who 
had left the Commission and accepted positions 
with public utility companies-. A similar list 
could be drawn up for the Industrial Commis- 
sion and other commissions. 
The inference 


drawn by this article was -that the State could 
not successfully regulate these private com- 
panies_i 
.-

I believe if you asked each one of these men 


whether he would have left his position on the 
Commission if it had been permanent or if he 
could have looked forward to promotion from 
the staff to a position of member of the Com- 
mission itself, you would find, in enough cases 
to make it convincing, that they would have 
remained with the Commission at less salary 
than they received from private companies. 


It works out this way in the University. .Men 


have declined salaries much higher than they 
receive at the university,and the principal rea- 
son is that they are appointed on good behavior 
and can look forward to promotion. 


The state of Wisconsin, I believe, has taken 


the first step in this direction, namely, a com- 
missioner can be removed by a vote of the leg- 
islature. 
The situation is similar at the uni- 


versity. 
A member of the faculty has in- 


definite tenure and can be removed at any time 
by the Board of Regents. Hence with this safe- 
' guard the next step would seem to be for the 
position of commissioner to be made permanent 
instead of a six-year appointment, subject to 
removal without cause by the legislature, or re- 
moval for cause by the governor, and for pro- 
motions to be made from the staff to commis- 
sioners, instead of bringing in outsiders. 


I think there are two positions in the Cap- 


itol already held on substantially these condi- 
tions—the positions of legislative librarian and 
state engineer. 
The legislative librarian can 


be removed at any time by the Free Library 
commission, and the state engineer, I under- 
stand, hy the legislature. I know that Charles 
McCarthy, while he was* legislative librarian, 
was offered attractive positions by private com- 
panies, in one case at least five times his state 
salary, but declined. 
The present state en- 


gineer could doubtless command a much higher 
salary from private companies. Capable men 
would often prefer to work for the state than 
for private companies, and at less salary, if 
positions were as secure and promotions as 
certain as they are with private corporations. 


And I do not see why this cannot be accom- 


plished just as well in the case of the railroad 
and other commissions as it is in the case of 


. the state eng-ineer or legislative librarian.

The soil of Wisconsin is potential with re- 


form. In territorial days it had a communistic 
experiment that rivaled the Brook Farm. The 
forty-fighters of Germany came bringing with 
them their ideas of religious and political 'lib-' 
erty, and the Scandinavian and other peoples 
striving for a foothold brought doctrines of 
economic freedom. 
The state went in for vic- 


tory with the Granger movement of the early 
seventies when farmers demanded reforms, and 
then settled back to become a Conservative Re- 
publican state until a Democrat slipped into 
power in the early nineties on an educational 
issue.

didate on the Republican ticket, having a !arg«

each time. North Dakota has generally voted

La Follette. And Wisconsin will send an- 


other majority delegation to the Republican 
convention next year for Senator La Follette.
